Hie drank heavily heemangiw 4 and the 
couple quarreled repeatedly, Mrs. 
Fawkes telephoning to the saloon keep- 
ers. vot sell her husband any more 
liquer. Late in the rnoon, greatly 
angered, he returned to the hotel and 
ordered her to go and get him some 
liquor. She refused and he attacked 


er. 

The woman fled from the hotel to 
the street and he oversee er, seized 
her. by the hair and began to beat her. 

As she lay on the ground, Mrs. Fawks 
siiot twice to frighten him away, but it 
ornJy made him more furious. Then, as 
he reached for the weapon, she shot 
him in the abdomen. 

fhe shooting occurred on Benton 
street, just a block from the pubfic 
square, and attracted a large crowd. 
Fawks was carried into the hotel and

“A big printer told me he cannot get 
zood foremen and employes, because 
the men can earn as much elsewhere 
and can rent houses from $10 to $15 a 
month cheaper. 

“I know myself salesmen 
gone to other cities where 
salary won't go in rent. 

“Tl have the figures on rents. I take

“How has this subject come up? 
There was a resolution before’ the 
club concerning the best way to at- 
tract buvers here for the _ trade. 
That's well for» the manufacturers 
and dealers, but they are in_ the 
minority. How about the big major- 
ity of citizens not concerned directly 
in trade ? They feel the high rents. 
Let's do something for them. This 
thought is what prompted the resolu- 
tion.” 

Mr. Landau’s address to the Mil- 
lion Club was as follows: 

“It just occurs to me that there exists 
in the City of St. Louis today a cer- 
tain particular condition of affairs, 
which not only keeps people from mak- 
ing this city their home, but positively 
forces hundreds, perhaps even thou- 
sands, to leave the city. I cannot un- 
derstand why the subject has never be- 
fore been given consideration in this 
club, for its potent influence must be 
apparent to all 

‘“‘Now, I have many good friends in 
this city engaged in the real estate 
business. We-have as members and of- 
ficers of our own club gentlemen en- 
gaged in that business whose feelings I 
would not hurt for anything in the 
world, but the blunt fact nevertheless 
stares us in. the face that high rents 
are at the present time the greatest bar- 
rier which this Million Population Club 

will have to overcome before its pur- 
pose can be accomplished, which pur- 
pose we all know is to make St. Louis a 
city of 1,000,000 population. 

“I can oniy go so far in this matter 
as to state the conditions, the absolute 
facis. The residence rents in St. Louis 
today are higher than in other cities, 
figured on a proportionate basis. That 
is to suy, a six-room house,’ an eight- 
room house, a six or five or four-room 
flat, taking the locality into considera- 
tion, can be rented today in almost ev- 
ery large city in the United States at 
a much lower figure than in St. ue.

ST, LOUIS FISHERS 
FINED AT MIDNIGHT 


Sam Stannard and Companions 
Jerked From Beds for Game 
Law Violation, 


Five St. Louisans, members of the 
Nobel Club, near Corning, Ark., were 
jerked from bed in the clubhouse by a 
posse of deputy constables, to be ar- 
rested on a charge of fishing in the 
State without being residents thereof. 
Tee St. Louisans were Sam Stannard, 
member of the House of Delegates, ; 
Carl Kunkel, John Lobeck, James Con- 
rad and Fred Pezolt. . 

The men were taken before a Justice 
of the Peace in Corning, wno held mid- 
night court for thei: wenefit, and placed 
each under $200 bond. The fine for the 
offense is from $50 to $100. Each of the 
men arrested was fined by the Justice 
Tuesday. The cases will be appealed to 
the Supreme Court of Arkansas. 

“The Game Warden of the State made 
the complaint.” said Stannard Tuesday 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. He re- 
turned to St. Louis Monday, leaving At- 
torney Oliver of Corning in charge of 
his case. 

“We fished all duy Saturday in Tay- 
lor’s Lake, which the club has recently 
acquired by lease from its owner, Judge 
Taylor. We made good catches of bass. 
pike and crappie and brought them hack 
to the clubhouse, intending to make 
neals of them next day. 

“About 16 o'clock, after we had 
turned in, the Constable, reinforced 
four assistants, came to arrest us. He 
had no warrant. and he would have 
had trouble identifying us, as there were 
other members of the club in the house. 
but we admitted the alleged offense and 
were taken to Corning under arrest. 

“We contend we committed no offense 
because the Supreme Court of Arkansas 
has ruled that a man becomes a resi- 
dent when he by purchase or lease be- 
comes possest of real property in the 
State. We had no intention of taking 
the fish out of the State. The Nobe! 
Club has leased the lake and the lease 
is on record. The club was anxious to 
make a test case, but it hardlv intended 
so large a part of the membership of 
the club to be used in making the test, 
or that the members should be haled 
out of bed at night for the purpose of 
making it.’

NOW BLOOMING 


The dove orchid at Shaw’s Garden, 
One of the rarest plants, is blooming. 
Altho it has not attracted general at- 
tention, fanciers of orchids have thor- 
oly discust it and exprest the opinion 
that it is one of the most interesting 
that they have seen. 

Its name is derived from the resem- 
blance of parts of the blossom to a 
dove. It blooms only at rare intervals 
and those who have seen it in bloom 
for the first time the past few days 
have exprest surprize at the perfection 
of the resemblance. 

It was five years after the discovery 
of the plant before it was known that 
it possesst a flower of such pronounced 
peculiarity. It is a native of Panama, 
where it was first found in 1826 by a 
Mr. Barnard. He sent it to Liverpool, 
where it flowered for the first time in 
1851. It was lookt upon then as a dis- 
tinct curiosity and has been so re- 
garded ever since. 

Spanish settlers of Central America 
gave it the name El Espiritis santo, 
Holy Ghost plant. 

The one at Shaw's Garden has been 
in flower for-about a week and will be 
thru blooming before Tuesday, proba- 
bly. 

it is unfortunate that it will not be 


in bloom next Sunday, because the gar- 
den is to be open that day, but the 
dove-like flower will have dropt off 
before then. However, there will be 
other interesting plants in bloom. ‘The 
pitcher plants, so named because their 
blossoms are shaped similar to pitch- 
ers, will show how they catch insects 
in their pitchers. Bananas’ will be 
growing, as will also pineapples, and! 
coffee beans and vanilla beans may be! 
seen as they appear before they are 
stript from the Gants.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 28.—Because 
he so strongly resembles Gen. Trepoff, 
the dictator commander, Gen. Staalon, 
commandant of the imperial palace, nar- 
rowly escaped being assassinated yester- 
day. 

Gen. Trepoff wears a beard, and, since 
the attack on Gen. Staaton, other of- 
ficers have shaved off their beards to 
avert possibility of being. assassinated 
by mistake. 

Policemen and gendarmes do not know 
now whom to obey, and who are real 
and who are disguised chiefs and gen- 
erals, while accomplices among the mil- 
itary and civil officers facilitate the 
work of the revolutionists.

Work Train and Switch Engine 
Were Expected to Meet 
at Dupo.

a head-on collision of a work train 
and a switching engine drawing severai 
cars near Duzo, on the [Iron Mouatuin 
Railroad, south of East St. Louis. 
Lewis Dauphan, a fireman living in 
East Carondelet, was taken to St. 
Mary’s Hospital, East St. Louis. The 
others who were injured were brougit 
to the Missouri Pacific Hospital, St. 
Louis. 

A work train, consisting of an engine 
and a flat car. on whicn about &) la- 
borers were riding, with their tools, 
was northbound from Bixby to Dup». 
A switch engine was sent out with 30 
cars from Valley Junction, bound south. 
for Bixby. The trains were expected to 
meet at Dupo, tho neither train crew 
uad been notified that this was the 
meeting point. 

Couldn't See Thru Fog. 

The work train was within half a mile 
of Dupo whé@n the collision occurred. It 
was a few minutes past 7 o’clock and a 
aense fog made it impossible to see any 
distance. The work train was running 
backward and when the engines struck 
its tender was forced onto the boiler, 
demolishing the cab. 

The fireman was thrown from the en- 
gine at the first shock. He fell on a 
track paralleiing the track the train was 
on and was badly bruised and hurt in- 
ternally. Another train was sent to 
the scene of the wreck and the injured 
men were placed aboard and the train 
Was run te St. Louis. At Dauphan’s 
request, he wes taken from the train 
at East St. Louis and was sent to St. 
Mary’s Hospital. 

The 20 men who were taken to 
Missouri Pacific Hospital were all able 
to walk when they reached the insti- 
tution and the physicians who dressed 
their injuries, which consisted of bruis- 
es, said they would be able to leave the 
hospital within a few hours.

KILLED WHILE ASLEEP 











No Signs of Struggle — Case 
Similar to “Jack the Rip- 
per” Murders. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—A woman 
known as Mrs. Annie Moore was 
found murdered early today in a fur- 
nisht room at 6 Second street. She had 
been horribly ript and _ silasht. One 
gash had severed the jugular vein in 
the left side of the throat, another had 
almust severed the windpipe, the breast 
was badly siasht and a deep knife 
tlhirust had ript open the body. 

No weapon was found and there were 
few blood marks around the room. 

James Movre, who had posed as the 
woman’s husband, was held by the po- 
lice on suspicion. It was he who noti- 
fied the police of the murder. He ran 
up to two detectives at Second street 
and the Bowery at 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing and told them he had just gone to 
his home and thought his sister-in-law 
was dead. , 

The police hurried to the house and 
begin to investigate the crime. 

Mvore told the police he and the wom- 
an had been living together for seven 
years. The woman, he said, was the 
widow of his brother, who died 10 years 
ago. 

No one in the house could be found 
who heard any sounds as if a struggle 
was taking place. Herman von Koh- 
len, wno has an adjoining room, was 
aroused by the police and said he had 
been in bed since 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon and had heard no notses whatever. 

‘The dead woman was 50 years of age. 

Recalls “Ripper” Cases. 

The horrible wounds found on the 

woman's body recalled at once to the 


minds of the officers and doctors who 
were called, the “Jack the Ripper’ mur- 
ders some years ago. A hurried inves- 
tigation by the police showed no signs 
of a struggle and the police concluded 
that the wcman had been attackt in hed 
sleep. 

On a pillow which lay across her face 
was.the imprint of a bloody hand. The 
victim’s hands were clean, so that the 
police believe the mark must have been 
left by the murderer. Moore maintains 
that he is innocent. He told the police 
that he left the house in Second street 
at 7 o’clock last night and went to a 
Bowery saloon, where he remained until 
1 o'clock this morning. Police inquiries 
at the saloon developed the information 
that Moore had been there ‘until just 
before 10 o'clock, when he left. 

Lodgers in the Second street house 
told the poiice that Moore returned 
hame at about 10 o'clock, and that he 
did not go out again afterwards. The 
murdered woman before her marriage to 
the prisoner's brother was Annie Fitch. 

After her husband’s death she went 
rapidly down the seale of life. Moore, 
the prisoner, is in an advanced stage 
of consumption. He has a wife and two 
children living hardly a stone’s throw 


from the scene of the crime.

To the absence of one word in the in- 
formation issued against him Mc- 
Namara owes the fact that he does not 
have to remain in jail during the many 
weeks which will intervene between 
now and the final date of his trial). That 
one word is “‘deliberation.” 

The printed form of the information 
charging murder in the second degree. 
such as was tssued against McNamara 
Monday afternoon, is identical with 
the form of the first degree murder in- 
formation, which specifies that the act 
of the defendant was committed with 
“deliberation, | meditation and malice 

aforethought,’’ except for the word 
“deliberation,” which is omitted. 

In charging McNamara with secund- 
degree murder the State has conceded 
that he acted without deliberation, 
which precludes any possibility of his 
punishment, in the event of conviction, 
heing fixt at death. The punishment 
for second-Gegree murder is confine- 
ment in the Penitentiary for anv period 
of time the jury may see fit from 10 
vears to life. 

Seon after -McNamara was released 
(george Manser of 2821A Heward street, 
husband of Mrs. McNamara’s mother, 
aopeared at the police station asking di- 
rections to the Circult Attorney’s of- 
fice. He said he had a list of witnesses, 
but left the building without going to 
the Cireuvit Attorney's office when ap- 
prized of the fact that McNamara had 
been released. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Rosskopf, 
who drew up the informations against 
McNamara, bases his action on numer- 
ous decisions of the Supreme Court in 
cases similar to the present one. In all 
these decisions the Supreme Court. holds 
that the character of the injury to the 
defendant (finding his wife with another 
man) is such as the law presumes to ex- 
cite that passion in the mind of the 
slaver which precludes deliberation. 

“To charge murder in the first degree 
the State must be able to prove that 
there was absolutely no provocation for 
the deed,’’ said Mr. Rosskopf. ‘‘It does 
not necessarily have to be a physical 
provocation, such as an attack or an &as- 
sault. The mere apnvlication of an epi- 
thet has been repeatedly held to be pro- 
vocative of murder. If there is any doubt 
as to the circumstances which might 
arouse the heat of passion in the mind 
of the defendant he is entitled to the 
benefit of that doubt. 

‘Had McNamara been an _ ordinary 
citizen his action in carrying a loaded 
revolver the night of the murder would 
have been a circumstance tending to 
show deliberation on his part, out as he 
is a policeman and thus has a right to 
carry a weapon, the chance for showing 
deliberation in this manner is de- 
stroved.’ 

While McNamara was talking With a 
friend in the main corridor of the Four 
Courts building a few minutes after his 
release on bond, a young woman with 
said McNamara.

Craps Games and Handbooks Flourish in 
Louis Saloons, the Managers 
Apparently Having No Fear of Official 
Interruption, Tho Lookouts Are on Duty.

While the insurgents of the 
busy passing ordinances refusing to recognize the 
ment, trying to reduce the number of policemen and. at times, 
attempting to discharge the whole police force, the gamblers are 
taking advantage of the situation, and gambling games are flour- 
ishing in East St. Louis. Of six saloons visited by Post-Dispatch 
reporters two had eraps games, four had handbooks on the races, 
and two had ‘‘in-and-out’’ games for money, 
Winnings being taken by the house. 


East St. Louis. 

Probubly the largest of the craps 
fames is conducted in a large room up- 
Stairs over Higgins’ saloon, 336 Collins- 
ville avenue. The entrance to the gam- 
bling room is thru the saloon. In 
the rear of the saloon a door opens in- 
to a stairway, leading to the room 
where gambling is in progress. The 
door is open, but sitting in a dark cor- 
ner, slightly behind another door lead- 
ing into a rear yard, a slim young man 
with a blond mustache sits, to prevent 
the entrance of suspicious-looking per- 
sons who might tell the secrets of the 
upstairs room.

Craps Games on Pool Tables. 

As the top of the stairs is reached, 
you find a large room. No effort is 
made to provide elaborate furnishings, 
and the walls are almost bare, except 
for a few brewery pictures. On one 
side of the ro@em is a pool table, proper- 
ly marked and figured for the craps 
game. At one end of the room is a sim- 
ilar table. The side table is the one 
generally used, the end table being 
brought into use for the overflow crowd 
that cannot be accommodated at the 
main table. 

Directly above the table is an electric 
fan. At each end, directly above the 
players’ heads, is an electric light. The 
players are grouped around the table, 
holding their money in their hands. One 
who has no money, or is not playing, 
must stand in the rear and not inter- 
fere with the game. 

The gamekeeper is seated on a stool 
at the side of the table next to the 
wall. In front of him is stacked several 
piles of silver, behind which is the bank 
roll, consisting of a large bundle of 
bills. He also has a cigar box in front 
of him, into which he drops the rake- 
off of 5 cents from each player each 
time he makes a “‘pass.’’ This amounts 
to a large sum. 


Opposite the gamekeeper sits a man 
handling a short, hooked stick, looking 
somewhat like the butt end of a buggy 
whip. With this he rakes in the dice 
and hands them to the next player. At 
each end of the table is a man, each of 
whom has several piles of silver in 
front of him. On the table in front of 
each end man are several large figures, 
which, to the initiated, mean that the 
players can bet on the “six, elght or 
the field.’’ These men pay all bets won 
in this manner, and also rake in the 
money lost. 


$5000 in Sight at Once. 

They are also very active in ‘‘fading”’ 
the players’ money, as this is a “‘cut- 
and-slash’’ game. Owing to the activity 
of these end men, however, outsiders 


have little chance to do the ‘“‘fading,’’ 
and the house profits almost as much 
as in a bank game. 

When the play is good, $5000 is some- 
times in sight around the table, and as 
high as $200 is frequently bet on a sin- 
gle ‘“‘pass.’” A large florid-faced man, 
wearing a straw hat, won 
half an hour, and chided the man from 
whom he had won most of the money

“The princi- 


In-and-Out Games. 

These are the in-and-out tables, and 
plenty of chairs are provided for play- 
ers. Eight or less can play at each ta- 
ble. In-and-out resembles seven-up, and 
the first player making 11 points wins 
the pot. The game is played for 2% 
cents a corner, meaning that each play- 
er pays that sum to the pot. A gray- 
bearded man sits near the tables, ina 
eushion-seated chair, and takes the 
rakeoff, which is 25 cents per game. 

A game lasts on a average of 15 min- 
utes, although it is frequently won in 
one hand. If a player bids four, and 
makes it, he wins the pot. With three 
Sames running most of the time, the old 
gentleman is kept busy collecting his 
rakeoff. The money composing the pot 
is put up before each game, and is kept 
in a small tin box furnished by the old 
gentleman. He collects the rakeoff be- 
fore the game starts. As most of the 
players drink while they are playing, 
this is an additional revenue to the sa- 
loon. At the rate of, 25 cents a game, 
not much figuring is necessary to ap- 
proximate the time when all of the 
players’ money will be garnered by the 
rakeoff man. 

The nearest approach to all kinds of 
gambling undef one roof is in the Sa- 
loon of Joseph Slawson, 303 Missouri 
avenue. Mr. Slawson is the secretary 
of the East St. Louis Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association. Here is found a 
craps game, a handbook for betting on 
the races, and an in-and-out game. The 
faines are said to be run by “Kid” 
Decker of St. Louis. The individual 
pointed. out as Kid Decker is a rather 
slim, well-drest young man, and is 
much in evidence. He acts as a general 
overseer and moves from one part of the 
a gg to the other to see that all goes 
well.

Bratton'’s saloon at Sixth street and 
Pennsylvania avenue. Bratton, himself, 
generally takes care of the bets, but If 
he is not around, or is otherwise en- 
gaged, the bartender, who is. called 
Jack, will take all bets offered. The 
telephones sit at the rear end of the 
bar, and during the afternoon are bus- 
ily ringing. Bratton or Jack answers 
the calls, and from the figures made on 
a tablet, it seems that each telephone 
ring means a bet. It is said that many 
of the bets were telephoned in from a 
young man employed in a railroad of- 
fice at the Stock Yards, who acts as 
Bratton’s commissioner to accept bets. 

A rear room at Erwin’s saloon, Fifth 
street and Illinois avenue. is set aside 
for the use of a handbook man and his 
clients. From "the bar, a door, which 
is always open, leads to this room. A 
scarred-faced man called Bodie is in 
charge of the place, and sits at a desk 
near the window. Two telephones are 
on his desk, and their constant ringing 
indicates that business is good. On a 

table is placed several of the regulation 
dope books, and the players take their 
turn in looking up the records of the 
horses they think will win the races. 

A chart, or dope sheet, is also pro- 
vided, containing the entries of horses 
at all tracks. There is also a form- 
sheet book, and the winnings are paid 
the next day. 


Takes Bets From St. Louis. 


The East St. Louis handbook men ac- 
cept bets from St. Louis, when they 
know the bettor is responsible. Most of 
them left St. Louis and went to East 


St. Louis after the present racing law 
went into effect prohiibting the record- 
ing of bets in Missouri. The field 
proved so promising that they accepted 
bets from East St. Louis bettors and 
now have business from the residents 
of both cities. 

Kid Decker, who is said to run the 
book at Slawson’s; is regarded as the 
most prosperous among the handbook 
men, and bets seldom come in amounts 
too large for him to handle. 

The controversy which is responsible 
for the situation allowing the gambling 
games to flourish, dates from May 1, 
when the 10 insurgent members of the 
City Council took their seats. Since that 
time they have refused to confirm any 
of Mayor Cook’s appointments of city of- 
ficials, and have past several orders de- 
claring the office of Chief of Police va- 
cant, and ousting Chief Purdy. At a 
recent meeting an ordinance was past 
declaring that the entire police force 
was not recognized by the Council, and 


is conducted in 





refusing to pay the salaries of the police 
in the future. 

A further aid to the gamblers was the 
passage of an ordinance over Mayor 
Cook’s veto, at the last meeing, taking 
away from the Mayor the power to re- 
voke the license of dramshops, and giv- 
ing that power solely to the City Coun- 
cil, the majority of whom are saloon- 
keepers or brewery agents, or dominated 
by those interests. 

Pay Roll Still Held Up 

The Bast St. Louis City Council, by a 
vote of 10 to 3, again refused Monday 
to allow the salaries of the police de- 
partment for July, altho Mayor Cook 
had affixt his signature to the pay- 
rolls, as requested by the Committee on 
Police. 

Aug. § the Council ordered the pay- 
ment of salaries up to July 22, but clipt 
off the balance of the month, making 
the claim that the payrolls were not 
properly approved and did not come be- 
fore the committee properly. The pay- 
rolis had been fixt by Chief Purdy and 
approved by him, but the Council re- 
fused to recognize his O. K. To remedy 
this defect, and to satisfy the commit- 
tee, Mayor Cook approved the payrolls 
thruout the month, but the insurgents 
stopt payment by voting solidly against 
their allowance. 

Iividence on the charges against De- 
tectives Dumphy and Yowell was heard 
Monday at a secret session of the Po- 
lice Committee. The charges were dis- 
cust, but no report was made to the 
Council. Charges were filed Monday 
against Policeman Dan McCarthy by P. 
B. Concannon, who charged that Mc- 
Carthy arrested him Aug. 5, 1996, with- 
out cause and kept him in Jail for 12 
hours. 

Concannon was arrested at that time 
thru the complaint of a clerk in an ex- 
press office at the Relay depot, who 
charged that Concannon had whipt out 
his revolver and drove him out of his 
office. He was charged with disorderly 
conduct.

SIMPLIFYING THE TRUST ISSUE. 

An important suit is foreshadowed in the report 
that Mr. Charles Connors, representing the Depart- 
ment of Justice of the Federal Government, is gath- 
ering material for action against the Standard Oil 
Trust under the Sherman anti-trust law. An attempt 
te enforce that law against the greatest and strong- 
est of trusts, the success of which would result in its 
dissolution, would be an admirable culmination of 
the Roosevelt administration’s good work in the 
prosecution of the trusts. In the event of success, 
Government dealing with the trusts would be sim- 
plified. It would be an excellent accompaniment to 
the wholesale rebate prosecutions. 

It is interesting to note in this connection that 
ihe Standard Oil is acquiring distilleries in order 
to command the aleohol market. This would be a 
defiant answer to Mr. Roosevelt’s recommendation 
of the repeal of the taxes on denatured alcohol and 
the suit would be a logieal reply on the part of 
the President. Mr. Roosevelt cannot find a better 
field for the exercise of his fighting qualities than 
that of enforcing the law against monopoly. 

But if the Government succeeds in dissolving the 
Standard Oil Trust and thus demonstrates the pos- 
sibility of solving the trust problem without more 
legislation, what will become of the anti-trust is- 
sue? The issue would then be resolved into a ques- 
tion of willingness to enforce the laws in the statute 
book, unless the issue should take a new form under 
fresh advice of trained monopoly attorneys. In the 
matter of willingness to enforce the law the Re- 
publican record would be unasailable.

MR. BAER’S DEFIANCE. 

The railroad rate law went into effect at mid- 
night Monday night, and so far as known no com- 
mon carrier in the country has fully complied with 
its provisions in respect to filing tariff sheets. 

In most cases, however, this failure is the result 
of circumstances rather than defiance. The labor 
of preparing the rate sheets has been so great that 
most of the carriets were unable to finish their work 
in the time allotted to them, While they are subject 
to severe penalties under the act, it is indicated that 
the commission, which meets today, will deal gen- 
erously with delinquents, Plain common sense would 
demand that where a railroad company has been 
making an honest effort to get out its rate sheets 
there should be a reasonable extension of time in 
which it may finish its work without being subject 
to prosecution. It is not to be expected that so in- 
tricate and complicated a piece of legislation can be 
put into operation without more or tess delay and 
considerable friction. 

Thus far George F. Baer, president of the Read- 
ing, seems to be the only railroad manager of prom- 
inence disposed to flout the act. That distinguished 
philanthropist says: 

“The Reading is operating strictly under the terms 
of its charter. I cannot see where the rate bill, 
which goes into effect next week, changes them. It 
will be time for the railroad to say what it will do 
when anyone attempts to interfere with the methods 
of business, which we believe are right and lawful.” 

If Mr. Baer has read the act exrerully, he must 
have discovered a very complete system of penalties 
for the violation of various provisions. Unless he is 
certain that the Supreme Court or the United States 
will hold the act unconstitutional, it might be wise 
for him not to be too stiff-necked and haughty in 
repelling “attempts to interfere with methods of 
business which we believe are right and lawful.” 

Mr. Roosevelt has been credited with an ambition 
to send to Jail the first railroad president that de- 
liberately violated the provisions of this law, Un- 
doubtedly he would as soon begm with George F. 
Baer as with any other man in the country.

and wealth more rapidly than at any 
time during her prev jous history.
